Increase of deaths from whoop- 


ing cough and other maladies this 
year occasioned 
criticism 
of 
the 


negligence of parents 
arid physi- 


cians -who fail to. report cases/ in 
the quarterly 
mortality 
report of 


the state board 
of health today. 


The increased 
mortality 
from 


measles, scarlet fever 
and whoop- 


ing cough 
follows 
their increased 


prevalence in that period. 
In the 


second quarter of 1922 there were 
1,824 whooping cough cases report- 
ed and 28 deaths; in tho 1923 period, 
1,258 cases and 50 deaths. 


"The increased' mortality 
from 


whooping cough 
during 1923, in 


spite of fewer cases being report- 
ed, indicates incomplete 
reporting 


of cases in our opinion," the report 
comments, "rather than any change 
in the 
virulence 
of 
the disease. 


Failure to diagnose cases, especial- 
ly when a physician is not emplov- 
ed, and deliberate, attempts on the 
part of 
some patents to conceal 


cases to avoid the slight inconveni- 
ence of placarding are responsible 
in a large measure for the inciwfi- 
plete reports of cases. If all parents 
realized how fatal whooping cough 
is to children under 1 year of age, 
greater precautions would be taken 
to prevent needless exposure to this 
dangerous disease." 


Extreme carelessness 
also 
is 


charged relative to reporting influ- 
enza. 
For the second quarter of 


1922 reports of 2,788 cases of in- 
fluenza and of 204 deaths were re- 
ceived, while in the 
same 
period 


this year only 896 cases were re- 
ported, with 236 deaths. 


"We have no evidence," »mjrs the 


board, "that influenza during the 
spring of 1923 was more virulent 
than for the preceding year, and we

BERLIN. Germany.—The young German Re- 


public may be rent asunder any day by civil 
war. 
The wonder to me-is that things have 


thus far come off as peacefully as they did. 


Broadly speaking, the country may be di- 


vided into monarchists, republicans, and sov- 
ietists. Also, it may be divided into those who 
favor the present economic order and those 
who favor some sort of socialism, either on the 
Russian model, or else on a democratic basis. 


Because of this dual division of the popula- 


tion, it is hard -to say just what the line-up 
will be. 
One possibility is a three-cornered 


fight between those who favor a monarchy, a 
republic, or a soviet state. That is the condi- 
tion of Prussian politics today. The republican 
parties, consisting of the socialists, the cen- 
trists, the. democrats, and the people's party, 
are fighting a battle on both fronts—against 
the monarchists and their secret organizations, 
and against the communists with their "pro- 
letarian groups of one hundred." 


Then there is the strong possibility that the 


monarchists will go together with those re- 
publican elements which favor the continuation 
of the capitalist system, and that the socialists 
and communists will make common cause. Such 
a lineup is in existence in Saxony today. 
There 


the socialists have constituted the government, 
and the cabinet remains in power because the 
communists tolerate it at least passively, and 
support it in.ail measures that go far enough 
from their point of view. 


A third possibility is that "the extremes will 


touch." namely, that the extreme conservatives, 
for nationalistic reasons and because of their 
hatred of France, will make common cause 
with the extreme lefts, not because they have 
sympathy with Bolshevism, but because they 
prefer to hand over a bankrupt and smashed 
country to German communists rather than 
yield it to the French. 


» * * 


A year ago, 
when Walther 
Rathenau, the 


then foreign minister, was murdered, the re- 
public was probably as safe as it ever has 
been. 
There was a spontaneous outburst of 


indignation at the foul deed, such as I have 
never before or since witnessed.. From the 
Catholic Center through to the extreme left, 
every evidence was given that the nation was 
determined to safeguard at least one achieve- 
ment of the revolution, the establishment of the 
republic. 
During 
the 
weeks following the 


Rathenau murder I witnessed demonstrations 
in republican Berlin, in proletarian Leipsic, in 
monarchistic Munich. 
Everywhere there was 


evidence then of the same spirit—we must 
honor and defend our republic. 


Somewhat hysterically, various laws "for the 


defense of the R-epublic" were passed. 
I ques- 


tion their wisdom. I believe, for instance, in 
freedom of speech, and have no use for the 
'suppression of politiqal organs representing a 
philosophy to which I am opposed. But the 
spirit that lay back of those laws was one of 
genuine concern for the maintenance of the 
republic. 


Meanwhile Germany's economic lot became 


worse and worse. 
Every effort to solve the 


reparations problem met with new misunder- 
standings between Germany and the Entente. 
The mark sank more rapidly than anybody 
would ever have dreamed possible. 
Gaunt hun- 


ger stalked through the land. This was a good 
time for the monarchists to unfold their prop- 
aganda. 
"Don't you remember how good it 


was in the olden days of the monarchy?" they 
said. 
"You were well 
fed 
and happy then, 


were you not? And vhat is the republic giv- 
ing ymi7" 


Arguments such as these were met by a ref- 


erence to the fact that it was the, monarchical 
system that uad produced this mess; that the 
republican administrations of today were mere- 
ly taking over a bankrupt ivstem inherited 


from monarchism and trying to get the na- 
tion back on its feet. 


+ 
*. * 


During the early part of the winter of 1922- 


23, then, the monarchical movement consti- 
tuted less than a menace to republicanism. In 
January, however, it received most powerful 
support from an unexpected source: Premier 
Poincare proved himself the best possible aid 
to the monarchists. 
By his invasion of the 


Rhur he united the Germans on a nationalistic 
basis as they had not been united since 1914. 


The Cuno government became so absorbed 


in the problems arising out of the occupation 
that it paid scant attention to the subversive 
movements that were developing with amazing 
rapidity. 


In Bavaria, especially, the monarchist move- 


ment raised 
its head more and more boldly. 


Ludendorff conducted his 
propaganda from 


there; the anti-semitic movement, which always 
du-bs the German state a "Jews' Republic," 
opened headquarters there; Hitler, the comical 
would-be -Mussolini _ of Germany, 
established 


himself in offices in Munich in which the huge • 
picture of Henry Ford -was displayed as that 
of a sort of patron saint; military reviews and 
parades were held in honor of Field Marshall 
Hindenburg, the former Bavarian crown prince, 
and other representatives of the old regime. 
A recent trip into Bavaria, in the course of 
which I talked with many people in all walks 
of life, convinced me that the majority of the 
Bavarians today favor E monarchy. . 


Bavaria is not the only monarchist center. 


There is Silesia, and there is Eastern Prussia, 
both of them districts in which the former 
Junkers still hold their large estates. 
Under 


the guise of protecting themselves against a 
possible Polish invasion, these elements are 
keeping up a close-knit organization, which they 
are ready to put into service whenever a pro- 
'pitious moment presents itself. 


Also, there is Mecklenburg-Strelitz, another 


agrarian state with conservative tendencies. 
Elections to the assembly took place the other 
day. 
The German Nationalists received the 


largest number of votes of any party. 
They 


will have 9 seats and will be supported in their 
nationalistic propaganda by the more rabid 
"Volkisehe," who received three seats (this is 
the first time they appear -as a political party. 
In Prussia they are illegal). 
The center par- 


ties 
hold 
their 
own, but the socialists lost 


heavily. Instead of their former 16 seats, they 
will now have but 7. They lost not only to the 
nationalists, but also to the communists, who 
obtained 7 seats while formerly they had none. 


These morarchistic 
elements are aided by 


the situation in the Ruhr. It is easy for them 
to group together in "patriotic" societies 
for 


raising money for the Ruhr population, etc. 
As suffering and want increase, they point to 
the flesh pots of •gypt and remind the people 
of the "good old days." Every week, that the 
Ruhr situation continues, the monarchists be- 
come stronger.

Ships that have lost their bearings on the 


Great Lakes no longer depend upon the stars, 
or the sun to give them their directions, but 
with the aid of their wireless stations can get 
their bearings, from a newly established radio 
compass stations scattered about 
the Great 


Lakes. 


A ship lost on the lakes sends out messages 


which are picked up by two different stations 
on land. 
Th,ese stations, which are equipped 


with movable receiving anter/.ia, each record 
the direction from which the ship impulses are 
received. 
With the aid ..of the huge telephone 


system maintained by the U. S. Coast Guard, 
the land stations compare the two direction 
lines at which they receive the impulses and are 
then able to construct a triangle on the map. 
The point at which the two lines intersect on 
the lake is the position of the ship. The lati- 
tude and longitude of the intersecting point is 
then "messaged to the vessel, which is enabled 
to set its instruments accordingly.
